The Use of State Aircraft 


A number of state agencies in past 


years have made what appeared to them 
justifiable proposals to the legislature for 
authorization to spend state funds for the 
purchase of airplanes. It is relatively easy 
to demonstrate, it seems to us, the economy 
and efficiency dividends from the use of 
aircraft by departments that have attained 
the size of some of our major state 
agencies, such as the State Welfare Depart- 
ment, the Highway Commission, the higher 
education system, the Motor Vehicle De- 
partment, or the Conservation Department. 
A few years ago the legislature had a 
proposal from the Department of Adminis- 
tration, backed by a careful study, support- 
ing the idea of a pool of aircraft that would 
be assigned to agencies even as auto fleets 
are maintained by some governmental 
agencies and private corporations for the 
transportation of personnel. 


But the legislature has balked. And one 


of the reasons for its reserve may be 
illustrated 
by the disclosure that the 


Conservation Department has been using 
its own airplanes for what are transparent- 
ly political purposes. 


Chairman James Smaby of the Conser- 


vation Commission has distributed a com- 
plaining press release about the criticism 
directed at his agency for its decision to 
transport several prominent politicians to 
the Wisconsin Conservation Congress re- 
cently held at Green Bay. The Congress is 
an advisory arm of the commission. In the 
fight about integrating the organization of 


conservation programs of the state govern- 
ment, it has also been disclosed to be a 
useful and eager political auxiliary. 


Mr. Smaby asserts that it is the policy of 


his department to offer air transportation to 
"any individual important to the conduct of 
state conservation business." Such a prac- 
tice saves time and money "for busy people 
who volunteer their services." It makes 
available to the Conservation Department 
the advice of a person "who would other- 
wise never be able to give conservation the 
benefit of his intelligence," he went on. 


The implication here is that there is a 


formal policy on the use of state-owned 
aircraft for the convenience of private 
persons, including elected public officials. 
But to our knowledge there has been no 
such formal policy. Mr. Smaby is contriving 
arguments after the event, in his concern 
about hostile reaction in the legislature to 
the findings on his agency's flight logs. 


But if this is truly the practice and 


policy of his department, he can demon- 
strate it more convincingly by providing 
transportation 
also to 
some 
of 
those 


persons who might like it, but who happen 
to disagree with his position on some 
current legislative issues — such as the 
Kellett reorganization bill. Indeed, nothing 
could have shown the objectivity of the 
department more effectively than a bid to a 
legislative backer of that measure to come 
in the same airplane to Green Bay to make 
a speech as a matter of fair program 
balance. 


What Makes a Dope Addict? 


For almost the first time there is a 


hopeful statistic regarding narcotics addic- 
tion. 


Experts in the field who approach the 


problem from various angles have been 
generally discouraged because of the grad- 
ual increase in addicts and the almost 
complete failure to find cures. The high 
percentage of addicts who seek help return 
to drugs after treatment. And there is also 
a high percentage who do not want to be 
cured in the first place. The number of 
addicts, particularly in the big cities and 
particularly in poverty areas, continues to 
rise. 


But recent studies by the 
Federal 


Bureau of Narcotics show that there has 
been a steady decline in the last 10 years of 
narcotics addiction among Negroes. Not 
only the percentage of new Negro addicts 
has gone down but the number as well. 


In 1956 57.8 per cent of new addicts 


were Negroes. In 1965 only 40.2 per cent 
were Negroes and the number has drop- 
ped from 5,395 to 2,419. The decline in the 
last 10 years has been consistent. 


The reasons are not obvious. A minister 


in Harlem who has been working with a 
group trying to control addiction in that 
area points out that Negroes "have become 
very knowledgeable about what narcotics 
can do. In places like Harlem, Negroes have 
been living among addicts for 25 years. Too 
many of the Negroes have had brothers and 
friends who have died or been made useless 
by narcotics. There is no status among 
Negroes any more in being an addict." 


New York City's narcotics coordinator 


suggests that "the campaign for civil rights 
has become a substitute. For the Negro, the 
issue of civil rights has a sort of quasi- 
religious quality and there is no question 
that this sort of fervor has been used 


Old Wives' Tales Examined 


Old wives' tales for years warned 


pregnant women of the dire effects various 
activities could have upon their unborn 
children Birthmarks were supposed to be 
caused by eating too many strawberries, 
crossed eyes by a scare and similar 
nonsense. 


But now a couple of scientists have 


indicated through an experiment that there 
may be more relation between some pre- 
natal influences and later reactions than 
previously believed. 


A psychologist and educator at North- 


ern Illinois University experimented with 
eggs, chicks and sound One group of eggs 
was exposed for six days before hatching to 
a series of continuous one second beeps of 
sound at a 200 cycles per second frequency. 
A control group of eggs remained in silence 
for the six days. When the chicks were 
hatched they were placed on a large round 
table with mounted speakers opposite each 
other. The speakers alternated emitting 
beeps at the 200 cycle frequency and at a 
2000 cycle frequency. The chicks from the 


control group were moderately atlracled to 
both speakers bul had no preference. But 
the 
chicks in Ihe experimental group 


showed far greater preference for the 
speaker sending out Ihe same frequency as 
lhat before they were hatched. 


The 
scientists 
went 
further 
and 


mounted the speakers 
on 
a pull toy 


resembling a chicken since chicks are 
generally allracted to such models and will 
follow 
them. 
The experimental 
chicks 


followed Ihe silenl speaker for a five 
second average, the unfamiliar speaker for 
as much as ten seconds but they clamored 
after the familiar one for 15 seconds. Some 
even tried to climb aboard. 


Whether or not this experiment indi- 


cales real imprinting in which subsequent 
behavior is permanently influenced by 
early, even prenatal, experience has not 
been determined 


So maybe while pregnant women can 


cat all the strawberries they want, it begins 
to appear that they should be careful what 
they say.

Undoubtedly 
of importance also has been the activity in 
Negro communities in the larger cities 
against addiction and the fact that the 
various drives for civil rights and black 
power has raised hope for the future 
among Negroes. 


But while the rate among Negroes has 


declined, it has grown among Puerto Ricans 
from only 7.8 per cent in 1956 to almost 
twice that in 1965. There are many more 
Puerto Ricans in the country of course and 
this is one cause for the increase. But also 
important may be the factors of lack of 
hope among Puerto Ricans for the future 
and the fact thai they have not lived with 
the problem long enough to see the 
frightening results. 


One observer suggested that "in view of 


the increase of addiction among whites . .. 
they have been suffering a cultural depri- 
vation." Certainly lack 
of information 


about the dangers of addiction, the feeling 
of status among peer groups and the lack of 
goals'or confidence have been influential in 
increased addiction, particularly among 
white youth. The gap between youth and 
their ciders in this decade and the lack of 
trust should not be discounted either. 


The narcotics addict seeks 
escape, 


prestige and an acceptance that is denied 
him. Since cures are so hard to find, 
prevention is the most important factor in 
cutting down on narcotics addiction. Those 
working in the field and parents and 
educators in general now at least have the 
declining statistics among Negroes and the 
probable reasons for the decline to use in 
their efforts to prevent an increase in new 
addicts.

Is Hopeful Over Coup

Rather than condem this 
as solely an act of aggression, 
removing the d e m o c r a t i c 
process and rights in the very 
land of their birth, we choose 
to adopt a policy of "wail and 
sec," hoping thai this govern- 
ment represents a necessary 
slop-gap measure which will 
ultimately help to reslore or- 
derly democratic process. A 
few words will illustrate the 
background for this altitude.

Experience can be a very 


bad leacher, indeed, or no 
teacher al all. It is like the 
silly phrase, "Practice makes 
perfect." In most cases, prac- 
tice merely confirms us in our 
errors, and the longer we do 
someting the wrong way—that 
ib, without enlightenment and 
instruction — the more fixed 
we become in our folly. 


To take a trivial example in 


my own case: I begain playing 
tennis as a boy, and had many 
jears of experience. I also 
practiced incessantly. Bul be- 
cause I did not understand the 
basic principles of the game, 
the more experience I had, 
and the more practice I took, 
the more deeply I fell into the 
grip of bad form and losing 
habits. 


It finally became necessary 


for me to take lessors if my 
game was to improve at all — 
and most ot the lessons were 


spent in unlearning everything 
lhat "experience" and "prac- 
lice" had taught me! 


This, of course, made it 


twice as hard for me to 
become 
a 
truly 
proficient 


player. With a beginner, the 
coach 
merely instills good 


habits and proper form; bul 
with me it was necessary first 
to break the deeply ingrained 
bad habits of years and reduce 
me to the rank of ignorance 
before I could learn to rebuild 
my game the righl way. 


Young people loday are fond 


of believing that "experience" 
in and by itself is a good 
thing, and that we automati- 
cally learn the right after we 
have experienced the wrong or 
the dubious. But older people 
know—through painful exam- 
ination of their own lives — 
that this is nol usually the 
case. 


Many people go from one 


bad experience to another, 
from one kind of mistake to a 
different kind, learning per- 
haps to avoid the kind they 
made in the past, but having 
no rational guideline to pre- 
vent them from making other, 
and more disastrous, mistakes 
in the future. The millions of 
multiple marriages in Ameri- 
can society are tragic proof of 
this failure to profit 
from 


mere "experience." 


Of course, we cannot learn 


without "living." But "living" 
means nol only inviting ne« 
sensations and experiences; it 
means also studying, analyz- 
ing, generalizing, anticipating, 
and judging from mankind's 
accumulated wisdom of the 
past. Otherwise, our expc 
ricnces do us no more good 
than they did the general's 
mule.

Whether Nations 
Will be More Distant, 
Closer Now Unsurt

WASHINGTON (AP) - Be- 


fore the end of the Israeli-Egyp- 
tian war debate, opening today 
in the U.N. General Assembly, 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union may get along better or 
worse. It's that unpredictable. 


But cynicism is part of the 


bloodstream of the United Na- 
tions which, at the time of its 
creation in 1945, looked like a 
holy of holies, or so the world 
hoped then. 


The Soviets, who promised the 


Arabs their support if they got 
into war with Israel, did nothing 
except piously protest violence 
•when the war came and the Is- 
raelis demolished the Egyp- 
tians. This cost the Soviets 
dearly in Arab confidence. 


Ask Condemnation 


So what they did when the 


quick war ended was obvious: 
They set out to recapture Arab 
goodwill by asking the U.N. Se- 
curity Council to condemn Is- 
rael as an aggressor and de- 
mand it withdraw from the 
Arab land it seized. 


The Soviets lost on this ma- 


neuver in the council when a 
majority of the 15 members, 
including the United States, re- 
fused to go along. So then Mos- 
cow asked the full Assembly to 
do what the council refused to 
do. 


This was a switch. In 1961, 


when India overran the Portu- 
guese enclave of Goa-Damao- 
Diu on the southwest coast of 
India, territory Portugal had 
held since the 16th century, the 
United 
States, 
Britain 
and 


France 
asked 
the 
Security 


Council to 
condemn India's 


aggression and demand it with- 
draw. 


Soviet Opposition 


The Soviets, who had praised 


the Indian attack, vetoed this 
proposal. Egypt also opposed it. 


In 1956, when Moscow sent its 


army into Hungary to crush the 
anti-Communist 
revolt 
there, 


the United States asked the Se- 
curity Council, with the support 
of 10 other members, to con- 
demn the action and demand 
Soviet withdrawal. Moscow ve- 
toed -this. 


This time, in the General As- 


sembly, the Soviets may try to 
fry a lot of fish. Posing as friend 
of the Arabs, it can seek to 
make the United States look 
pro-Israel and anti-Arab, which 
the Arabs think it is anyway. 


For the Soviets this would be 


a worthwhile project if the re- 
sult froze the United States out 
of the Middle East, which 
doesn't seem likely, and made 
itself the dominant force. 


But the unpredictables in all 


this are endless. 


Avoid Angering U. S. 


S o v i e t-American 
relations 


have been improving, and the 
Soviets showed reason and re 
straint when the Mideast war 
broke out. It's possible that, 
while trying to endear them- 
selves to the Arabs all over 
again by castigating Israel, they 
will try to avoid anything that 
would anger the United States. 


It seems likely that no matter 


what the General Assembly 
says about the Israeli-Arab war 
it will have little effect on a Mid- 
east setlement. 


For instance,.suppose the As- 


sembly says Israel and the Ar- 
abs ought to get together and 
work out a settlement. Or sup- 
pose it condemns Israel and 
tells it to withdraw and return 
to the Arabs the land seized in

pleton this week for the election 
of a new provincial and four 
definitors for the St. Joseph 
Province. 


Reforms Uncertain 


In an interview, the minister 


general said no one is certain of 
the type of reforms which will 
be necessary for the order but 
added that "the same spirit of 
poverty, beatitudes and apos- 
tolic service will be highlight- 
ed." 


People sometimes ask us how 


we harmonize the various forms 
of modern life with the Francis- 
can spirit of poverty, the priest 
said.
